W. W. Nasmyth, of 89th, 
Appointed Brig.-General 


Commander of Alberta Battalion, and 
St. Julien, Veteran, Is Promoted 


That Lieut..-Col. W. W. Nasmyth, 
former commander of the 89th batta- 
lion, has been promoted to the 
rank of brigadier-general and _ has 
crossed to France in command of a 
division of some 20,000 men, is the 
report which has.come from England 
within the past few days. Before 
Col. Nasmyth left Calgary The News 
Tclegram announced that he had! been 
offered such an appointment, but that 
he had refused it until such time as 
he went to England. Of late officers’ 
wives writing to friends have stated 
that the anticipated event had come 
to pass, and now leading officers of 
the 187th, who were formerly in the 
89th, have learned that Brigadier- 
General Nasmyth is already at the 
front commanding either tne third 
or fourth Canadian division. 

If this report is correct, and there 
is every reason to believe that it is 
no honors conferred in this war have 


been better deserved. A veteran of 
the South African war, W. W. Nas- 
myth at once relinquished his prac- 
tice as a doctor in Youngstown when 
the European war broke out, and un- 
hesitatingly offered his services. With 
the first contingent he left this pro- 
vince, and at Valcartier he was giv- 
en his majority and placed in com- 
mand of a battalion which afterwards 
| became known as the ‘‘Fighting 
Tenth.”

CECIL ON THE BLOCKADE 


Difficulties and Triumphs of Navalism 
Are Frankly Discussed 


Interviewed by a Paris newspaper, 
Lord Robert Cecil, “Blockade Minis- 
ter,” said: “It is the intention of the 
allies to destroy Germany’s commerce 
and cut off her food supplies from 
abroad. In my opinion we have al- 
ready accomplished a great deal in 
this direction. We have absolutely 
paralyzed the German export trade, 
German credit abroad is rapidly sink- 
ing and her imports are decreasing. 

“As you know, Germany is forced 
to rely upon neutral neighboring coun- 
tries for her food supplies from abroad 
at a time when she cannot possibly 
produce enough food at home. The 
great difficulty we mect is to distin- 
guish between the imports which are 
intended for consumption in the neut- 
ral country and those which by devious 
ways are smuggled into the enemy's 
country. Whether we adopt what is 
known as a regular blockade or con- 
tinue to strengthen the measures 
which we have already taken, this dif- 
ficulty remains the same. 

“You will probably agree that while 
we are justified in destroying the com- 
merce of Germany, it is equally true 
that we must respect the rights of all 
neutral countries, if we do not want 
to sink perilously near to the level 
of Germany in the eyes of the civilized 
world. Without losing sight of the 
fact that we are fighting for our nation- 
al existence, we also remember that 
we are also fighting for the existence 
of civilization, and we may, while 
exercising our rights as belligerents, 
very well apply the principles of inter- 
national law in the fashion rendered 
necessary by modern conditions to en- 
sure the efficiency of the measures we 
have taken.” 


BATTLEPLANES DEMAND 
s FINE NERVES AND SKILL 


British Aviator Describes in Detall 
the Stratagems of Mid-alr Fight- 
Ing—Position Counts

Writing in a London newspaper, a 
British air pilot gives the following 
account of the swift daring strategy of 
air battles: “Closing into conflict, the 
primary idea of tho pilot of each air 
craft is to obtain the best strategical 
position; that is with both machines 
travelling ‘down’ wind and in the 
same direction. The best strategical 
position is above the other machine, 
there to be ‘able to take it with 
machine gun fire, or, if’s0 needed, to 
drop bombs on {t. Having attained 
Mj} the strategical position the three 
ea.) qualities most required are initiative, 
speed and daring; initiative, because 
it is the unexpected move that always 
wins the aerial combat; speed, to be 
able to climb faster than the other 
machine; and daring, to accomplish 
that which the enemy fears to essay. 

“Pilots in the stress and excitement 
of a hot fight repeatedly perform 
evolutions that they admit would be 
impossible to them in their saner 
moments, for the strain on the ma- 
chine is enormous. With the greater 
number of aeroplanes the machine 
gun fires through the blades of the 
propeller. This means that at least 
6 per cent. of the bullets will be de- 
flected. With only the pilot aboard 
it is a matter of extreme difliculty 
to manceuvre the gun nad the plano 
at one and the same time. With 
some types of machine it is impos- 
sible. The direction of the wind in- 
fluences the combat to a very large 
extent. Let us take as an example 
two aeroplanes, A and B, both with a 
speed of 80 miles per hour, approach- 
ing one another.

Germans Willing 

“Before November, 1915, enemy air- 
men were loath to give fight at any 
price. The Fokker, with its superior 
engine power, made its appearance 
and the German uirmen became not 
only willing but anxious. The fighting 
aeroplane, or, to give it its official 
title, the battleplane, is a machine of 
an entirely different type from those 
used for reconnaissance and ‘gun 
spotting’ work. Its main duty is to 
convoy the bomb-droppers on raiding 
expeditions and to beat off any at- 
tacks that may be made upon them. 
It is essential that it shall be able 
to climb rapidly and that it has a 
powerful engine, in order that if it 
be out-numbered it can get away by 
means of superior speed. The prefer- 
able types of machine for this class 
of work are those of the ‘pusher’ 
(propeller behind) and ‘double’ engine 
variety. 

“By removing the propeller blades 
from the forepart of the fuselage 
(body), the gunner is given at least 
an 80 per cent. wider fleld of fire. 
When firing is through the propeller 
the accuracy entirely depends on the 
skill of the pilot in manoeuvring the 
machine into the required position— 
that is with the nose pointing directly 
towards the other machine. Thus it 
will be seen that with each movement 
of the attacked the attacker must im- 
me ately follow suit, and the prob- 
abi ty is that if he be not wary 
enough he will be led into a trap 
over the enemy guns. 


Gun and Sun 


“Another most important matter is 
a suitable mounting for the gun. This 
must allow the largest possible area 
of elevation and depression. The best 
direction in which to fire the gun de- 
pends on the type of machine. With 
some the best direction is backwards, 
upwards, or slightly to one side; with 
others, in front, backwards, and up- 
wards; with others, again, behind and 
below. 

“When giving chase to another ma- 
chine the pilot should always aim 
to keep the enemy in view and his 
own machine out of sight. Once he 
takes his eye off the enemy when 
travelling in mid-air it is an extremely 
difficult matter to find him again. The 
pilot should further endeavor to keep 
his aeroplane between the enemy and 
the sun, to keep him on his gunner's 
left hand, and, vice versa, to avoid 
placing himself on the left of the 
enemy unless by doing so she will put 
the sun in his eyes. If a turn is 
found to be necessary ho should al- 
ways turn towards the enemy and not 
away from him. 

“The observer's -business is to note 
the relative speeds: of his own and his 
opponent’s machine. If the advantage 
{s with the latter he should reserve 
his gun-fire until the most opportune 
Moment and then fire as rapidly as 
possible. And last but not least comes 
the real human element. There must 
be a mutual understanding between 
the observer and the pilot, or the 
craft will inevitably come to grief.” 


A true story, but instinct with the 
dramatic intensity of a short story 
masterpiece is recorded as follows by 
the Westminster Gazette: The Rail- 
way Transport Officer was very busy;

MANLY “TONY” WILDING 


Wonderful Popularity of 
Tennis Player 


Secret of 


The late Anthony F. Wilding, the 
great New Zeland tennis player, was 
one of the most attractive of men. In 
his long and familiar career as a 
tennis player, at one time rated as 
the world’s greatest, Wilding travelled 
in many countries and made an un- 
usually large number of friends and 
admirers. Barring Maurice E. Mc- 
Laughlin, the great Comet, whose hold 
on the hearts of tennis players is 
unprecedented, Wilding was perhaps 
the most magnetic famous player the 
game has seen, despite the fact that 
his play was not of the meteoric type 
that dazzles a crowd. 

“It may be that his physical vigor 
appealed to the rsthetic sense,” writes 
Wallis Meyers. ‘He had won the high- 
est renown at an amateur pastime. 
That renown had brought him promin- 
ently before the public; it had also 
brought him into contact with tho 
royal and distinguished patrons of that 
pastime. But other champions had 
enjoyed the same prerogative; they 
had not created the same bonds. An- 
thony Wilding had more than his body 
to offer the world. He possessed that 
rare, elusive quality called personal 
magnetism. Beneath his perfectly de- 
veloped frame there beat the heart of 
a child. 

“Yet when the real test came—in 
sport or in war—Anthony Wilding re- 
vealed a steadfastness, a faculty for 
concentration, a self-reliance and a re- 
sourcefulness which made up a strong 
character. Physically and mentally he 
became a man; spiritually, he was a 
boy until the end. 

“He. was not,” said Meyers, “a 
scholar. He cared nothing for poll- 
tics; he hated war. Of books, music 
and the fine arts he had but cursory 
knowledge. He never played or dress- 
ed the part of ‘the man about town.’ 
He had no use for stimulants or nar- 
cotics. Wheels and petrol and quick 
motion he loved—loved them because 
himself a perfect human machine, de- 
signed for rapid propulsion, he was 
instinctively drawn to machines creat- 
ed by man for the same object.”

PORTUGAL 


As far back as 1386 Portugal, which 
has been a Republic since October 
5th, 1910, entered into its first treaty 
with Great Britain. Under the present 
treaty Britain is pledged to defend 
Portugal in case of an attack in re- 
turn for certain coaling and harbor 
facilities. When war broke out, Portu- 
gal offered Britain an expeditionary 
corps for Flanders. 

Portugal has a population of close 
upon 6,600,000 and a peace army of 
30,000 men. When fully mobilized, 
however, it should consist of a quarter 
of a million men of the first and 
second line. Military service in Portu- 
gal is compuisory. All men from the 
age of seventcen to forty-five are Hable 
to be called out, but practically ser- 
vice only begins at the age of twenty. 

Portugal's extensive colonial pos- 
sessions have always aroused the envy 
of Germany. The Huns have cast 
very covetouggeyes on Angola, with 
its stretch of 1,000 miles on the West 
African coast, and Mozambique, the 
Portuguese territories on the East 
coast of Africa, extending for a dis- 
tance of 1,300 miles. 


It seems rather strange that some 
club does not ape the 1914 pitching 
scheme of George Stallings.

Many a youngster 
breaking into the majors fails because 
he doesn’t get enough work. He needs 
to exercise his wing every third or 
fourth day—and sometimes he has to 
wait a week or two before he gets a 
chance to go in. Practice makes per- 
fect, you know!

The sole hoad of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, S'ask- 
atchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in peraon at the Dom 
inion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lands 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
house is required excopt where rosi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may pre-empt a 
quarter-section along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres extra 
cultivation. Pre-emptior patent may 
be obtained as moon as homestead 
patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a pur 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. Duties—Must 
veside six months in each of three 
years, cultivate 50 acres and erect a 
honse worth $300, 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in oase of rough, ecrub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may 
be substituted for oultivation under 
certain conditions.

Alberta University Student’s 
Noble Record 


How Private Norman McArthur 
died a hero’s death on the battlefield 
in the recent heavy engagement near 

-|Ypres, is described in a letter from 
‘{his old ‘varsity chum, Corporal F. 
Philip Galbraith, son of Alderman 
Galbraith of Red Deer, to Gordon 
McArthur of Coronation. 

He writes: ‘I am very sorry to 
have to inform you of the death of 
your brother who was killed in ac- 
tion on June 2. On the morning of 
June 2 the enemy commenced a very 
heavy bombardment of our trenches 
which lasted about five hours. About 
2 o’clock, our company was in sup- 
port at the time, but we were order- 
ed out to occupy a_ portion of our 
second line trenches. The enemy had 
in the meantime taken a portion of 
our front line. Norman was leading 
our platoon and had just reached a 
junction in the trench when he fell 
shot through the body, dying in- 
stantly. 

“‘We all feel his loss very keenly as 
he was well liked by everyone. We 
uffered heavy losses in that parti- 
cular engagement. Corporal Ernie 
'Parsons was killed, Sergeant Roy 
Stevens and Corporal Alex McQueen 
were wounded.”

The following resolutions were 
passed at a conference of the North 
Alberta and South Alberta Branches 
of the Fund hel@ at Edmonton on 
July 4th, 1916 

(1) Resolved that all childless 
wives, who are young and strong, 
married before enlistment, and who 


have not maintained a home prior to 
enlistment, and where they have 
complied with the requirements of 
the Fund, that is, in need of assist- 
ance, be given an allowance of $5 
amonth; other childless wives not 
to exceed $10 a month. 

(2) Resolved that no post enlist- 
ment wives be assisted until the wife 
is an expectant mother, that while 
an expectant mother she be treated 
as achildless wife married before en- 
listment and when the child is born 
she be treated as a mother married 
before enlistment. 

(3) Resolved that women whoso 
domestic duties do not require their 
attention should be encouraged to 
work, and that no deduction pe made 
on account of casual earniags, but 
when such employment is permanent 
and the earnings amount to more 
than what the allowance from the 
Fund would be, no assistance shuuld 
be given. 

(4) Resolved that no steps showd 
be taken regarding payment of pre- 
enlistment debts and that unless 
post enlistment debts aro discharged 
after reasonable notice, the name of 
the dependent be removed from the 
roll, 

(5) Resolved that in case of dis- 
charged or transferred soldiers, the 
names of the dependents shall ke res 
moved from the roll, unless the reas 
sons advanced are satisfactory to the 
Committee.

THE NORTH PERTH ELECTION 

Down East in the county of North 
Perth, Ont., they held an election on 
Monday, July 10th for the Ontario 
Legislature. The Conservative candi- 


date, who was a farmer by the way, | 


and a temperance man, was badly 
defeated, 

The Liberals played the game in 
their vsual way and they are shout- 
ing with glee throughout the width 
and breadth of the land at what they 
call their great victory. 

North Perth is not a Conservative 
hive as has been falsely stated by 
Liberals because it has elected Lib- 
erals four times to the Dominion 
house and was represeited by a Jsib- 
eral for many years in the Ontario 
governnent. 

There were just two prominent 
factors responsible for the big Liber- 
al majority in North Perth and these 
were: ' 

The retail sale of intoxicants will 
cease in Ontario on September 16th 
and a measure of prohibition will be 
submitted to the people so soon as 
the war is over, and the liquor in- 
terests fought tooth and nail against 
the government on this issue and the 
vote proves every temperance Liber- 
al in the constituency voted with 
them to crash this temperance move- 
ment, : 

The other is that North Perth has 
a large German vote and they were 
secretly urged to vote against the 
Conservatives, and they did so, not 
only because they wished to crush 
this loyal goverhment, but because 
they also were against prohibition.

COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


The Commissioners brought in tho 
following report:

A hospital just behind the line, in 
Maple Copse, was pounded to the 
ground and the grove itself 
just about obliterated. Our brigade 
drovga the Bosches out of there after 
they had captured it. One wounded 
man was télling me he saw whera 
some of the troops had fought with 
bare hands after their weapons were 
broken or useless. One of our bunch 
and a German were’ choking cach 
other and both were dead. Such 
things are not very nice to talk a- 
bout, but I just mention it to give 
you some idea. A wall called the 
China wall had been built across an 
open space behind our lines to pro- 
tect troops coming along. It was al- 
most completely levelled and dead 
men lay along its.whole length. They 
can certainly drop shells pretty ac- 
curately these days. After they had 
secured our front line though our ar- 
tillery gave them just as much and 
they certainly never gained anything. 
Several of our 12 inch guns were in 
action there, and the shells sound 
like express trains when they are go- 
ing over. They stir things up when 
they light alright. When the whole 
front line was finally taken back a- 
gain there was a nice mixture of dead 
Canadians and Germans.

Reove A. Wilton of Hays Munici- 
pality was a delegate to the recent 
convention of Departmental and Mu- 
nicipal Weed Inspectors for Alberta 
hold at Claresholm, Alberta, June 
27-28-29, 1916. He submitted the fol- 
lowing report:: “I found that only a 
few, perhaps only one or two dcle- 
gates north of Calgary, attended the 
convention, and that the Govern- 
ment had no Weed inspectors located 
north of Calgary, and it is consider- 
ed that the weed problem is far more 
difficult in the south than in tho 
north of Alberta, Delegates report- 
ed thousands of acres rendered use- 
less by weeds. Hon. Duncan Mar- 
shall, Minister of Agriculture, report 
ed a considerable number of farms in 
the south abandoned because of 
weeds, and that the Alberta Govern- 
ment had cut-or otherwise’ attempted 
to destroy the weeds on said land acd 
had charged the cost to the land as 
a tax in accordance w th the ‘‘Noxi- 
ous Weed Act’’ until such tax a- 
gainst the land amounted to more 
than the land would sell for. When 
we consider that the awful cgndition 
of weeds has developed in a few 
years, and that they ard spreading 
year after year I would consider it 
my duty to urge that you do your 
best to prevent the weeds from 
spreading in Hays Municipality. One 
of the most troublesome weeds in 
Alberta is the ‘French’ or ‘‘Stink- 
weed.” No doubt many of our farfi- 
ers do not know the weed. I brought 
a specimen of this ‘‘home destroyer’ 
back with me. It is now in the Muni- 
cipal Hall at Delburne and I would 
urge every farmer to examine it and 
seo if he hasany on his farm. ‘The 
weed is of the mustard family and 
the treatment for its destruction is 
the same as for mustard.”’
